IT is now a clays the harJ fare of fuch as pre- 
tend to be authors^ thai they arc not permit- ' 
ted to be maflers of their ovvn works j for if fiich 
papers (however imperfecfJ) as may be called a 
copy of them, either by a fervant, or any other 
means come into the hands of a book feller, he 
never confiders whether it be for the per ton's re- 
putation to come into the world, whether it is 
agreeable to his fentiments, whether to his ftile 
or correclnefs, or whether he has for fonie time 
looked over it; nor doth he care what name' or 
chara(5ler he puts to it, fo he imagines be niay 
get by it« 

It was the fate of the following poem to be 
fb ufed, and printed with' as much iraperfecftion, 
and as many miflakes, as a bookfeller that hat 
common fciife could imagine Oiould pafs upon 
the town, efpecially in an age (b polite and cri- 
tic al as the prefent. 

Thefe following letters and poem 'were at 
the prefs (bme time before the other paper pre- 
tending to the fame title had crept out : And 
they had elfe, as the learned fay, groaned under 
the prefs .lill fuch time as the fheets had one by 
one been porufed and c()rre(Jicd, not orly bv i\\^ 
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author, but his friends, whofe judgment as he is 
fendble he wants, fo he is proud to own that they 
Ibmetimes condefcend to afiford him. 

For, many faults that at fird feem fmall, yet 
create unpardonable errors, when the number of 
the verfe turns upon the harfhnefs of a fyllable, 
and the laying ftrels upon improper words, will 
snake the moft correct piece ridiculous : Falfe 
concord, tenfes and grammar, nonfenfe, impro- 
priety and confufioD, may go down with (ome 
per(bns ; but it fhould not be in the power of a 
bookfeller to lampoon an author, and tell him 
you did write all this ; I have got it^ and you 
fliall ftand to the (candal, and 1 will have the 
benefit: Yet this is the prefent cafe, notwith- 
ftanding there are above threefcore faults of this 
nature, verfes tranfpofed, fbme added, others al* 
tered^ and near forty omitted. The author does 
not value himfelf upon the whole; but if he 
{hews. his efteeni for Horace, and can by any 
means provoke perfbns to read fb ufeful a trea- 
ti(e; if he fhews his averfion to the introdu<51ion 
of luxury, which may tend to the corruption of 
manners, and declare his love to the old Britifli 
liofpitality, charity and valour, when the arms 
of the family, the old pikes, mufkets aud halberds 
were hung up in the hall over the long table, 
wlfeo th£ marrow-bones lay on the floor, and Chevy 
Cbace, and the old Courtier of the ^een, were 
placed oyer the carved mantle* piece, and the 
beef and brown-bread were carried every day to 
the poor, he defires little farther, than that the 
reader would for the future give all fuch book- 
fellers as are before fpoke of no manner of en- 
couragement.

TH£ happinels of hearing now and tbrn 
from you extremely delights me; for, I 
moft confefs, mod of my other friends are lb 
mach taken up with politics, or fpeculations, that 
either their hopes, or fears, give them little lei- 
liire to perufe fuch parts of learning as lie re- 
mote, and are fit only for the clolets of the cu^ 
rioos. How bleft are you at X.ondon, where yon< 
have new books of all forts ! whilft we at a greats 
er diftance, being defliinte of fuch improve- 
ments, mud content ourfelves with the old 
ftore, and thumb the claflics, as if we were ne- 
ver to get higher than our TuUy or our Virgil. 

You tantalize me only, when you tell me of 
the edition of a book by the ingenious Dr Lifter, 
which you fay is a treatife de condimeniis & op* 
foniis veterum, *' of the fauces and foups of the 
ancients,-' as I take it. Give me leave to ufe an 
cxpreffion, which, though vulgar, yet upon this 
occafion is jnft and proper, you. have made my 
Diottth water, but have not fent me wherewithal 
to fatisfy my appetite. 

I have r.iiied a tboufand notions to myfelf on- 
ly from the title : Where could fuch a trcafutc

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lie bid? What manufcripts have been collated? ' 
Under what emperor was it wrote? Mighi it not 
have been in the reign of Hdiogabz^lus^ who' 
thongh vicious, and in fome things fantaftical, ■ 
yet was not incarious in the grand affair of eaU 
ing? 

. Confider, dear Sir, in what nocertainties «e 
inuft remain at prefent; yon know my neighbour 
Mr Creatorix is a learned antiquary ; I (hewed 
him your letter, which threw him into fuch a 
dubioufnefs, and indeed perplexity of mind, that 
the next day he durft not put any catchup in his 
fijh'fduc^, nor have his beloved pepper y oil and 
Union with his partridge, led, before he had (een 
Dr Lifter's book, he might iranfgrefs in nfing 

■ fbrnething not common to the Ancients. 

Difpntch it therefore to us with all fpeed, for 
I expeft wonders from it. Let me tell youj I 
hope, In the firft place, it will, in forac meafure, 
remove the barbarity of cur prefent educs^tion: 

: For what hopes can there be of any progrefs in 
learning, whilft our gentlemen futfcr their fons 
at Wellminftcr, Eaton, and Wincbeder to eat 

' nothing but fait with their mutton^ and vinegir 
with thicfir roaft beef upon holidays? What ex- 
lenfivenefs can there be in their fc>uls? J^Tpeci.J-

ffldora enlarged, and iheir diet coniinues very 
much the fame; and as to fauces they are in 
profound ignoraiue. 

It were to be wilhed therefore, that every fa- 
mily had a French tutor; for, befides his being 
groom, p:ir(liner, biulcr, and valet, you would 
ice that he i^ endued with a greater accompliQN 
ment; for, according to an ancient author, qiint 
'GaUi,tutiilemcoqui, '* As many Frenchmen as you 

have 
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hc.ve^ Jo many cocks you niay tie pet: d npofi;'' wlnc'i 
is very ufeful where there is a numerous iiTue : 
And I doubt not but with fucli tutors, and good 
' houCe- keepers/ to provide cake and fweet-meats^ 
together with the tender care of an indulgent 
mother, to fee that the children eat and drink 
every thing that they call for; I doubt not, I 
fay, but we may have a warlike and frugal gen- 
try, a temperate and audere clergy ; and fuch 
peribns of quality, in all (lations, as may bed un- 
dergo the fatigues of our fleets and armies. 
Pardon me, Sir, if I break off abruptly, for I 

■ am going to Monjieur d' Avaux, a perfon famous 
for eafing the tooth ach by avul/ion; he l\is pro- 

■ mifed to fliew me hovv to ftrike a lancet into the 
jugular of a carp, fo as the blood may iffue thence 
iirith the greateft effitdon, and then will inClant- 
ly perform the operation of dewing it in its own 
blood, in the prcfence of myfelf, and feveral 
more virtuoji: But let him ufe what claret he 
will in the performance, I will fecure enough to 
drink your health, and the red of your frienda.

SIR, 

I AM a plain man, and therefore never ufi; 
compliments; but I muft tell you, that I have 
a great ambition to hold a correfpondence with 
you, efpecially that I may beg you to commimi« 
cate your remarks from the ancients^ concerning 
dj/iti-fcalps, vulgarly called tooth-picks. I take 
the ufe of them to have been of great antiquity, 
and the original to come from the inilin(f^ of na- 
lure, which is the beft: miftrefs upon all dccafions. 
'J'he Egyptians were a people excellent for their 
philoibphical and mathematical obfervations ; 
they fearched into all the fprings of acflion; and 
though 1 muft condemn their fuperftition, I can- 
not hue applaud their inventions. This people 
hid a vaft diftri(^t that worfhipped the Crocodile, 
which is an animal, whofe jaws being very ob- 
long, give him the opportunity of having a great 
many teeth; and his habitation and bu flu efs ly- 
ing moft in the water, he, like our modern 
Dutch-whitfters in Southwark, had a very good 
ilomach, and was extremely voracious. It is cer- 
tain that he had the water of Nile always ready, 
and confequently the opportunity of wafhiog his 
mouth after meals; yet he had farther occafion 
for other inftruments to cleanfe his teeth, which 
are ferrate, or like a faw. To this end nature 
has provided an animal called the Inchneumon, 
, which performs this ofCce, and is fo maintained 
by the produ<fl of its own labour. The Egypti- 
ans feeing fuch an ufeful fagacity in the Croco* 
dilc which they (b much reverenced, foon began 
to imitate it; great examples eafily drawing the 
multitude, fo that it became their conftant cuf- 
Com to pick their teeth; aad waHi their mouths 

after 
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after eating, I cannot iinu in lMar(ham's D)^na- 
ftics, nor in the Fragments of Manethon^ what 
year of the moon (for I hold the Egyptian 
years to have been lunar ^ that is, but of a month's 
continuance), (b venerable an ufage firft begin : 
For it is the fault of great philoJogers to omit 
fuch things as are mod material. \Vhether Se- 
Ibftris in his large conquells might extend the 
nfe of them, is as uncertain ; for the glorious ac« 
tions of thofe ages lie very much in the dark: It 
is very probable that the public ufe of them came 
in about the fame time that the Egyptians made 
ufe o( Juries. I find in the preface to the Third 
Part of Modern Reports, ** That the Chaldees 
^ had a great edeem for the number twelve^ be* 

* caufe there were £0 many figns of the 2k>diac ; 

* from them this number came to the Egyptians, 

* and fb to Greece, where Mars himfelf was tried 
' for a murder, and was acquitted/' Now it does 
not appear upon record^ nor any Jione that I 
have feen, whether the ^wry clubbed, or whether 
Mars treated them at dinner, though it is mofl 
likely that he did; for he was but a quarrelfbme 
ibrr of perfbn, and^ probably, though acquitted, 
might be as guilty as count Coningfmark. Now 
the cuflom of Juries dining ^t an eating-houfe, 
and having glaffes of water brought them with 
4ooth-picks, tinged with vermillion fwimming at 

the top, being dill continued, why may we not 
imagine, that the tooth-picks were as ancient "ias 
the dinner, the dinner as the juries, and the juries 
at leaft as the grand-children of Mitzraim? Ho- 
mer makes his heroes feed fo grofly, that they 
feem to have had more occafion for ikewers than 
goofe-puills. He is very tedious in defcribing a 
fmith's forge, and an anvil; whereas he might 
have been more polite in fetting out the tooth- 
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pick- cafe, or p.iinief?' fiuifF-box of Achilles, if that 
age had not been fo barbarous as to waRt them. 
And here 1 cannot but coniider, that Athens ia 
the time of Pe»icles, when it flouriO^ed mod in 
fumptuous buildings, and Rome in its height of 
empire, from Augudus down to Adrian^ had no- 
thing that equalled the Royal or New Exchange, 
or Pope's-hcad Alley, for curiofities and toyfhops; 
neither had their fenate any thing to alleviate 
their debates concerning the affairs of the uni- 
verfe like raffling fome times at colonel Parfons'. 
Although the Egyptians often extended their 
conquells into Africa and Ethiopia, and though 
the Cafre Blacks have very fine teeth ; yet I can- 
not find that they make ufe of any fnch inflru- 
ment; nor does Ludolfas, though, very exadt as 
to the Abyfline empire, give any account of a 
matter f<) important; for which he is to blame, as 
1 rtiall flie*\ in my treaiife of forks and napkins^ of 
which I (hall fend you an tffxy with all expedi- 
tion. I fball in thit treatife fully illufVrate, or 
confute this paffige of Dr He}lin, in the third 
book of his Cofmography, where he fays of the 
Chinefe, ** That they eat their meat with two 
' flicks of ivory, ebony, or the like; not touching 
/ it with their hands at all, and therefore no 

* great foulers of linen. The ufe of fllver forks 

* with us, by fbme of our fpruce gallants taken i»|> 

* of late, came from hence into Italy, and from 

* thence into hngland*" T cannot agree with 
this learned docflor in many of thefe particulars. 
For, firfl the ufe of thefe flicks is not fo much to 
five linen, as out of pure ncceiiity, which arifes 
from the length of their nails, which perfons of 
great quality in thofe countries wear at a prodi- 
gious length, to prevent all poflibility of working, 
or being fcrviccable to themfe)ves or others; and 

therefore 
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therefore if they would, ihey could not eafiljr 
feed iherafelvcs with ihofe claws; and I have ve- 
ry good authority that in the Eaft, and cfpccially 
in Japan, the princes have the meat put into 
their mouths by their attendants. Befide«, thefe 
flicks are of no ufe but for their fort of meat, 
which being 'pilau ^ is all boiled to rags. Bur, what 
would thofe (licks fignify to carve a turkey-cock, 
or a chine of beef? Therefore our forks are of 
quite different Ihape ; the ftetl ones are Hifentai, 
and the filver generally refembling tridents ; 
which makes nie think them to be as ancient as 
the Saturniau race, where the former is appropri* 
ated to Pluto, and the latter to Neptune. It is 
certain that Pedro Dello Valle, that famous Ita- 
■lian traveller, carried his knife and fork into the 
«£aft-Indies, and he gives a large acconnt how, at 
the court of an Indian prince, he was admired for 
his neatnefs in that particular, and his care in 
wiping that, and his knife, before he returned 
them to their rcfpe^flive repofitories. I could 
wifli Dr Woiton, in the next edition of his mo- 
dern learning, would fhew us how much we are 
improved (ince Dr Heylin's lime, and tell us the 
original of ivory-knive5», with which young heirs 
are fuffered to mangle their own pudding; as 
likewife of filver and gold knives, brought in

' faucer^ and put in as much fait as you can hold 

* at thrice betwixt your fore-finger and thumb,

IHEIRE fend you what I promifecly a di/cour/c 
of Cookery, after the method which Horace 
has taken in nis Art of Poetry, which I have all 
along kept in' my view ; for Horace certainly is 
an author to be imitated in the delivery of fre^ 
ceptSf for any art or fcience : He is indeed (evere 
upon our fort of learning in fome of his Satyrs; 
but even there he indrudts^ as in the fourth Sa* 
tyr of the fecond Book ;

^Ut Jucci meliorij, ir ut mafru alba rotufidU, 

Ponere ; namque Marem cohibent callofa vi» 

tellum. 
** Choofe eggs oblong, remember they'll be

" The firmnefs of that fliell includes the 
male.'' 
I am much of hb opinion, and could only wiih 
that the world was thoroughly informed of two 
other truths concerning e^gs .* One is, how in* 
comparably better roajtedeggs are than boiled | 
the other, never to eat any butter with eggs in 
the /hell •' You cannot imagine how much more 
you will have of their flavour, and how much 
eafier they will fit upon your ftomach. The 
worthy perfon who recommended it to me made 
many profelytes; and I have che vanity to think 
that I have not been altogether uufuccefsfuL 

I have in this poem uieda plain, eafy, famili. 
ar ftile, as nioft fit for precept ; neither have I . 
been too exa^ an imitator of Horace, as he him* 
felf direAs, I have not coofulted any of Vku 

N uai\(\aLVot%^ 
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tratiflatnri^ neither Mr Oldham^ whofe copiotifl 
nefi runj into parapbrafe ; nor Ben John(bn, who 
is admirable for bis clofe foUomng of the orSgi* 
aial; nor yet the lord Rofcommon, (b excellent 
for the beauty of his language, and his penetra- 
tion into the very defign and (bul of that, author. 
I confideredy that I went upon a new nndertak* 
iog ; and though t do not value myfelf upon it as 
uiucb as Lucretius did, yet I dare (ay it is more 
innocent and inofienfive. 

Sometimes, when Horace's rules come too thick 
and (entcntious, I have (b far taken liberty as to 
pafi over (bme of them; for I confider the na- 
ture and temper of co<^s, who are not of the moft 
patient difpofition, as their under^feryants too 
often experience. I wifh I might prevail with 
them to moderate their paffions, which will be 
the greater conqueft, feeing a continual heat is 
added to their native fire. 

Amidft the vari.ety of dire«5lions which Horace 
l^ves us in bis Art of Poetry, that is one of the 
mod accurate pieces that he or any other author 
has wrote, there is a fecret conne<flion in reality, 
though he does not exprefs it too plainly, and 
therefore this imitation of it has many breaks in 
it. If iiich as (hall condefcend to read this 
Poem, would at the fame time confult Horace's 
original f atin,orfome of the fore-mentioned tranf- 
lators, they would fitid at lead this benefit, 
that they would recoiled thofe excellent inftruc- 
tions which he delivers to us in fuch elegant 
language. 

I could wi(h the maffer and luardens of the 
cooks company would order this Poem to be read 
With 'due confideration ; for it is not lightly to be 
run over, feeing it contains many u(eful inftruc- 
iiaiia for hamaa ^ft. It is true, that ibme of 

thefe 
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Aele rales may feem more principally to re TpeA 
the Jieward, cUrk of the liubcUf caterer^ or per- 
haps the butUr. Bat the cook being thr pitnci- 
pal perfoDy without whom all ihe rrfl will be lit- 
tle, regarded, they are directed to him, and the 
work being defigned for the univerial good, it 
will accomplirh (ome part of its intent, if thofe 
fort of people will ioiprove by it. 

It may happen in thi.% as in all works of art, 
that theie may be fboie terms not ob\ious to 
common readers, but they are net man v. The 
reader may not have a jufl idea of a /v o/V mr//- 
ton, which is a fiieep roafled in its wool, to (ave 
the labour of 6eaing. Bjloh and filtcf t-ttit ts are 
Ibmeihing unufual, but fincc fpf out taft4 and pi* 
ftachio tarts are much the fame thing, and to be 
feen in Dr Salmon's Family Dictionary ; thofe 
perfons who have a defire for them, may eafily 
find the way to make them. As for grouty it is 
an old Danifh didi, and it is claimed as an ho- 
nour to the antient family of ■ ■ ■ , to carry a 
difli of it up at the coronation. A dvjarfpye 
was prepared for king James the firft, when Jef- 
frey his dwarf rofe out of one armed with a 
fword and buckler, and is fb recorded in hiftory, 
that there are few but know it. T hough mari^ 
nated fijhf hippocrai and ambigues are known to 
all that deal in cookery, yet terrenes ate not fo 
nfual, being a filver ve (Tel filled with the mofl 
coftly dainties after the manner of an oglio* A 
furpfize is likewife a di(h not fo very common, 
which promiflng little from its firft appearance, 
when open, abounds with all forts of variety ; 
which I cannot better refemble than to the fifth 
aA of one of our modern comedies. Led Mon- 
teth. Vinegar, Thalieflen, and iBoflfu, fliould be 
taken for dilhes of rarities, it may be known, that 

N 2 Moti\tx\\ 
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Monteth was a gentleman with a fcalloped ceat^ 
that Vinegar keeps the ring at Lincoln's Inn* 
fields, Thalieflen was one of the moft antient 
bards amongft the Britons, and Boflu one of the 
moft certain inflrncftors of criticifin'that this lat- 
ter age has produced. 

I hope it will not be taken ill by the wits, that 
1 call my cooki by the title of ingenious ; for I 
cannot imagine why cooks may not be as well read 
as any other perfons: I am fure their apprentices^ 
of late years) have had very great opportunities 
of improvement ; and men of the firft pretences 
to literature have been very liberal, and (cnt in 
their contributions vefy largely : They have been 
very ferviceable both to /pit and oven, and for 
thefe twelve months paft, whilft Dr Wotton, 
with his modem learning, was defending pye-cruft 
from fcorching, his dear friend Dr Bentely^ with 
his Phalaris, has been (ingeing of capons. Not 
that this was occafioned by any fuperfluity or te- 
dioufnefs of their writings, or mutual commenda* 
tions ; but it was found out by ibme worthy pa- 
triots, to make the labours of the two doSors, as 
far as poffible, to become u(eful to the public. 

Indeed cookery has an influence upon mens ac» 
tions even in the highefl da tions of- human life. 
The great philofopher Pythagoras, in his Gol- 
den Verfes, (hews himfelf to be extremely nice 
in eating, when he makes it one of his chief prin- 
ciples of morality to abftain from beans. The 
nobleft foundations of honour, juflice and integri- 
ty were found to lye bid in turnips, as appears in 
that' great didiator Cincinnatus, who v\^eut from 
the plough to the command of the Roman army; 
and having brought home vi<flory, retired to his 
cottage : For when the Samnite ambafladors 
came thither to him, with a large bribe, and 

found 
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found him dreffing turnips for his repafl, thry 
immediately retarned with this fentence, ^* That 
j ' it was impofCble to prevail upon him that 

• coald be contented with fuch a /upper.** In 
fbort, there are no honorary appellations but 
what may be made n(e of to cooks ; for I find 
throughout the whole race of Charlemain, that 
the great cook of the palace was one of the 
prime minifters of ftate, and condu<^or of armiei: 
So true is that maxim of Paulus ^milius, after 
his glorious expedition into Greece, when he 
was to entertain the Roman people: ** Ihat 
' there was equal (kill required to bring an army 
' into the field, and to fet forth a magnificent 
'- entertainment; fince the one was as far as pot 
' fibly to annoy your enemy, and the other to 

* pleafure your friend/' In fhort, as for all per* 
fons that have not a due regard for the learned, 
induftrious, moral, upright, and warlike profeffion 
of cookery f may they Uveas the antient inhabi- 
tants of Puerte Ventura, one of the Canary It 
lands, where they being fo barbarous as to make 
the moft contemptible per/on to be their butcher, 
they had likewife \he\v meat ferved up raiv, be- 
caufe they had no fire to drefs it; and I take 
this to be a condition bad enough of all confci- 
cnce. 

As this fmall efiay finds acceptance, I fliall be 
encouraged to purfue a great defign I have in 
hand of publifhing a Bibliothcca Culinaria, or the 
Cook's Complete Library, which (hall begin 
with a Tranflatiou, or at lead an Epitome of A- 
thenaeus, who treats of all things belonging to a 
Grecian feaft : He (hall be publifhed with all his 
comments, ufeful glojfes, and indexes of a vaft 
copioufnefs, with cuts of the bajiing-ladles , drip- 
ping-pans, znd drudging-boxes, Sec. lately dw^u^ 
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at Rome oot of an old fubtetrMean fcullery. \ 
defign to have all authors in all laoguages upoi 
that fubjcdl; therefore pray confiik what orien 
tal manf/JcriptJ yoo'hsLvc : f remember Erpenius 
in his-notes upon Lockman'sFables (whomi taki 
to be the -fame perfon with '^(bp}^ gi vestas ai 
admirable receipt for making the foiu'er'tnilk 
that is, the bonny-clabber of the ^Arabians, 
fhould be glad to know how JVIahomet ufed tt 
have his (boulder 'of mutton drefled; I hav< 
heard he was a great lover of that joint, ant 
that a maid of an inn poi(bned him with one 
faying, ** If he is a prophet he will difcaver it 
' if he b an impoftor, no matter what become 
' of him.'' I (hall have occafion for -the afli 
Aance of all my; friends in this £reat work/ I 
fome pofts ago, defired a friend to^enquire wha 
manufcripts Sol. Harding, a famous cooky raa; 
have left behind him at Oxford. He fays, hi 
finds among his executors feveral admirable bill 
of fare fox Ariftotle-fuppers, and entertainment 
of country Grangers/ with certain prizes accord 
ing to their feveral fealbns; he lays, fome page 
have large black ' crofles drawn over them, bu 
for the greater part the books are fair and legible 
Mr, I would beg you to fearch Cooks-hall 
what manufcripts they may have in their j/ 
-chives I See vi^hat in Guild-hall: What accoun 
of cujfard in the Sword-bearers tiffice : Hovv ma 
py tun he, a common crier, or a common bun 
may eat in their life-time But I tranfgrefs th 
bounds of a letter, and have (Irayed from nv 
fubjedl, which (hould have been to beg you t« 
read the following^ lines, when you are inclinei 
to be mod favourable to your friend; for elfe the;

IHAV£ refle^ed upon the dircotirfe I had 
with you the other day, and upon ferioua con- 
sideration find, that the true underllanding of 
of the whole Jri of Cookery^ will he ufeful to all 
peribns that pretend to the Mies lettres, and 
erpecially to poets. 

I do not find it proceeds from any enmity of 
-the cooks, but it is rather the fault of their maf^ 
ters, that poets are not Co well acquainted with 
good eatingy -as otherwife they mi^ht be, if of- 
•tener inviled ; However, even in Mr d'Urfey's 
pre fence, this I would be bound to fay, that a 
.good dinner is brother to a good poem ; only it is 
ioroething more fubflantial; and between two 
and three o'clock more agreeable. 

I have known a fupper make the mofl divert- 
ing pai;t of a comedy : Mr Betterton, in the Lf- 
ter t ine, hzs fat very gravely with the leg of a 
chicken; but 1 have feen Jacomo very merry ^^ 
and eat very heartily of peafe, and buttered eggs 
onderthe table. The Hoji in the Villain, who 
carries tables, ftools, furniture and provifions all 
about him, gives great content to the fpec^ator?, 
when from the crown of his hat he produces his 
cold capon; fo Amarillis (or rather Parthenope, 
as I take it) in the Rehearfal, with her wine in 
her fpear, and her pye in her helmet; and the 
cook that flobbers his beard with fack-poflet, in 
the Man's the Mafler, have, in niy opinion, 
made the mod diverting part of the adtion. 
Tbefe enibeHifhments we have received from 
our imitation of the antient poets: Horace, ia 
bis fatyrs, makes Mecaenas very merry with the 
recoUedlion of the unufual enter taiamenc and 



i 
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dilhes gireo bia by Nafi^iienus; and with bis 
raillery upon garlic in his third Epode. The 
Topper of Petronias^ with all its machines and 
cootriranceSy gives os the moft lively delcripcioa 
of yieri/i laxmy, Jovenal Ipends a whole fatyr 
aboat the price and dreffing of a fingle fiih, with 
the jodgment of the Roman (enate concerning it, 
ThoSy whether ferioos or jocofe, good earing is 
made the (abject and ingredient of poetical en- . 
tertainmenu. 

I think all poets agree that epifodes are to be 
interwove in their poems with the greateft nice* 
ty of art ; and (b it u the fame thing at a good 
table: and yet I have (een a very good epi/bde 
(give me leave to call it (b) made, by fending oat 
the leg of a goole, or the gizzard of a turkey to 
be broiled : Though I know that critics, with a 
good ftomachy have been offended that the uni- 
ty of aAion fhould be fo far broken/ And yet, 
as in our plays, (b at our common tables^ many 
epifodes are allowed, as flicing of encumbers, 
drefling of fallads, feafoning the infide of a (ir- 
loin or beef, breaking lobfters claws, dewing 
wild ducks, toafting of cheele, legs of larks, and 
feveral others. 

A po^t, who by proper expreffions, and pleaf^ 
ing imzgts, is to lead us into the knowledge of 
of neceflary truth, may delude his audience ex- 
tremely, and indeed barbaroufly, unlefs he has 
fonie knowledge of this jirt of Cookery, and ihe 

Erogrefs of it. Would it not found ridiculous to 
eiir Alexander the Great command his carj' 
non to be mounted, and to throw red-hot bullets 
out of his mortar^pieces^ Or to have Statira talk 
of tapeftry hangings, whfch all the learned know, 
were many years after her death, fird hung up 
in the kill of King Attalus? Should Sir John

FalftaflT comphin of having dirtied his filk flock* 
ingi, or Anne of Bole^n call for her coach, would 
an audience endure it? When all the world 
knows that Queen Elizabeth was the firft that 
had* her coaco, or wore /ilk ftockings : Neither 
can -a poet put hops in an Englifhnian's drink be» 
fore hcrefy came in : Nor can he ferve him with a 
di(h of carps before that time : He might as well 
r give King James the firft a difh of afparagus upon 
his firft coming to London, which were not 
brought into England till many years after ; or 
snake 6wen Tudor present Queen Catherine 
with a fugar-loaf, whereas he might as eafily 
have given her a diamond as large ; (eeing the 
icein^ of cakes at Woodftreet. comer, and the 
refining of fugar, was but an invention of tw6 
hundred years ftanding, and before that time our 
anceftors iWeetened and garnifhed all with honey, 
of which there are Ibme remains: In Windibr 
Bowls, Baron Bracks, and large Simneb fent for 
prefents from Litchfield. 

But now, on the contrary, it would fljew his 
reading, if the poet put a hen-turkey upon the 
table in a Tragedy \ and therefore I would adviie 
it in Hamlet, inftead of their painted trifles; and 
I believe it would give more fatisfaction to the 
AB:ors. For Diodorus Siculus reports, how the 
fifters of Meleager, or Diomedes, mourning for 
their brother, were turned intft hen turkeys ; from 
whence proceeds their ftatelinefs of gate, refcrv- 
ednefs in converfation, and melancholy in the 
tone of their voice, and all their adlions. But this 
would be the moft improper meat in the world 
for a comedy ; for melancholy ,and diftrefs re- 
quire a different fort of diet, as well as language; 
and I have heard of a fair lady, that was pleafed 
to fay, that if ihe was upon a Arange road, and 

driven 
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driven to great nece/Hty, (he believed the migbty 
for once, be able to fup upon a /ack pojfei and « 
/ill f tf^off. 

' 1 am Aire poets^ as well, as cooks, are for bav* 
ing all words nicely cbofen, and properly adapt- 
ed; aifd therefore I believe they would fliew the 
iaiBe regret that I do, to Jiear pcr(bns of ibmc 
rank and quality, iay, '^ Pray cut up ihat goole: 
' Help one to fome of that chicken, hen,, or ca* 
' pon, or halfth.it plover ;^ not cotifldering ho>r 
indifcreetly they talk before men of art, whole 
proper terms are, ** Break that goofe, fruft that 
^ chicken : fpoil that hen : fauce that capon : 
^ mince that plc^ver: If they are (p much out in 
common things, ho«v much more will they be 
with bitterns, herons, cranes, and peacocks ? Buc 
it is vain for us to complain uf the faults and er- 
rors of the world, uulefi we lend oar helping 
hand to retrieve them. 

To conclude, our greatcfl author of dramatic 
poetry, Mr Dryden, has made ufe of the myf- 
teries of this art in the prologues to two of his 
plays', one a tragedy, the other a comedy, in 
which he has (hewed his greateft art, and proved 
mod fuccefsful. I had not fcen the play for 
ibme years, before I hit upon almoil the (a me 
words that he has in the following prologue to 
Ml for Love.

Well, 
child, if you mind this, you (hall not be put to 
your AfTerobly's Cacechifm next Saturday: What 
9 glorious (ight it will be, and how becomiog a 
great family, to fee the butler out-learning the 
rteward, and the painful fkullery-maid exerting 
her memory far beyond the mumping hoofe* 
keeper. I am told that if a book is any thing 
nfeful, the printers have a way of pirating one 
another, and printing other perfbns copies, which 
is very barbarous : And then fhall I be forced to 
come out with, The true Art of Cookery is only to 
he had at Mr Pindar** a patten-maker^ s under St 
Dunftan^s church, with the author's feal at the 
title page, being three fauce-pans, in a bend pro- 
per, on a cook's apron argent: Beware of counter- 
feits. And be forced to put out advertifements 
with ft raps for razors. And the beft fpe<5iacles 
are to be bad only at the Archimedes, &c. 

I defign propofals, which I muft get delivered 
to the cooks company, for the making an order 
that every 'prentice fliall have the Art of Cookery 
when he is bound, which he fliall f^y by heart 
before he is made free; and then he fliall have 
Dr Lifter's book of (bups and fauces delivered to 
him for his future practice.

What can be more agreeable than this to the 
An of Cookery ? where the author fays:

what wafte. 
And lead him through the various maze oftafte.

' be in it/' This was extremely kind ! J 
upon her retirement ; (ee the great judgo: 
of the poets; (he being an old gentlewoi 
that went to bed, he fuits -the following re* 
according to the age of the perfon : had 1 
been put to bed, it had been proper to have 
the goofe to the fife, but here it is otherw 
For after fome intermediate difcourfe he v 
yited to a repaft, when he modeflly excufes I; 
fclf with, *' Truly, Madam, I have no ftoir 
' to any meat, but to comply with you. 

' have, iVladam, entertained me with all th 

• defirable already.'' The lady tells him 
' cold fupper is better than none," fo he fn 
the table, offers to eat but cannot. I am 
Horace hinifelf could not have prepared bin 
more exa<511y> for (according to the rule, A 
dov) has cold fye^) though Valentine being 1 
flck could not eat, yet it was his fault, and 
the poet's.

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motlier the faofpitable lady Bonona's, (tvho by 
the bye had called for two bottles of wine for 
Latitat her attorney,) then affluence and dainties 
are to appear ^according to this vcrfe, mangoes^ 
potargo, champtgnonSf caveare); and Mrs Fa- 
vourite the houfe«keeper makes thefe mod im- 
portant enquiries. 

Fav. Miftrefs, (hall I put any maflirooms, 
mangoes, or bamboons into the fallad ? 

Bon. Yes^ I prithee, the bed thou had. 

Fav. Shall I nfe ketchop or anchovies iu the 
gravy? 

Bon. What you will. 

But however magnificent the dinner might 
be^yec Mrs Bonona, as the manner of fbme per- 
fons 18^ itnakes her excu(e for it with, ** Well, 
gentlemen, can ye fpare a little time to take a 
flwrt dinner? I promife you it ftiall not be long.'' 
It is very probable, though the author does not 
make any of the gueds give a relation of it, that 
Valentine being a great fportfman, migiit fntniOi 
the table with game and wild-fowl. There wa^, 
at lead one pheafant in the houfe, which Valen- 
tine told his mother of the morning before. 
'' Madam, I had a good flight of a pheafant cock, 
* that, after my hawk feized, made head as if he 
' would have fought, but my hawk plumed him 
' prefently.'' Now it is not reasonable to fup- 
pofe that Vally lying abroad that night, the old 
gentlewoman under that concern would have a* 
ny domach for her own fupper. However, to 
iee the fate of things there is nothing perma- 
nent : for one Mrs Candia making (though inno- 
cently) a prcftnt of an hawk to Valentine, Flo- 
rida, his midreCs, grove's jealous, ainl refolves to 
leave him, and run away with an odd fort of a fel- 
low, one Major Sly; Valentine, to appeafe ber,

** His mailer, to (hew the trouble be took by her

the wings and legs of a fowl. So we fee the 
poor bird demolifhed^ and all hopes of wild-fowl 
deftroyed for the future : And happy were it if 
inisfbrtanes would flop here. Bat the cruel 
beauty refuting to be appeafed, Valentine takes 
a fudden refolution, which he commtinicates to 
Let-acre, the fteward, to brufli off, and quit his 
habitation. Hovvever it was, whether Let-acre 
did not think his young mafler real, and Valen- 
tine having threatened the houle-keeper toicick 
her immediately before, for being too fond of 
iiirn, and his boy being raw and unexperienced ii^ 
travelling, it feems they made but (lender provi- 
fion for their expedition ; for there is but one 
firene interpofed before we find diflrefled Valen- 
tine in the molt miferable condition that the 
joint arts of poetry and cookery are abl« to repre- 
lent him. There is a (bene of the greateft horror, 
s^ad moft moving to companion of any thing I 
have (een amongfl the moderns ; talks of no py. 
tamids of fowl, or biiks of fiili is nothing to it ; 
for here we (ee an innocent perfon, unlefs punifh. 
ed for mother's and houfe-keeper's extravagan- 
cy, as was faid before,, in their mudirooms, man- 
goes, ban^boons, ketchup, and anchovies, reduced 
to the extremity of eating his cheefe without 
bread, : and having no other drink but water. 
For be and his boy, with two faddles on his back 
and wallet, come into a walk of confufed trees, 
where an ewl hollows, a bear and leopard walk 
sicro6 the defart, at a diflance, and yet they 
ycatored in^ wli^>^c Valentine accofts his boy with

So the z€i clofes, and it is difmal for the audi- 
ence to condder how Valentine and the poor 
boy, who, it feems, had a coming (lomach, fliould 
continue there all the time the mufic was 
playing and longer. But to eafe them of their 
pain foy an invention which the poets call cata* 
flfophef Valentine, though with a long heard, 
and very weak with fading, is reconciled to Flo- 
rida, who, embracing him, i^y^t *' i doubt I have 
* offended him too much ; but I will attend him 
' borne, cheriffa him with cordials, make him 
' broths," (poor good-natured creature, I wifli flic 
had Dr Lifter's book to help her)! '' anoint his 
' limbs, and be a nurfc, a tender nurfe to him.'* 
Nor do bleflSngs come alone, for the good mo- 
ther having refreflied him with warm baths, and 
kept him tenderly ih the houfe, orders Favou- 
rite with repeated injuncftions, to get the befl en- 
tertainment flie ever yet provided; to confider 
what fhe has, and what (be wants, and to get ?.ll 
ready in few hours; And (b this mod lejrular 
work is concluded with a dance and a wed<lin|^ 
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dinner. I cannot believe; there was any thing 
ever more of a piece than this comedy ; (broc 
pcrfon may admire your meagre tragedies, but 
give me a play where there is a profpedt of good 
meat, or good wine (lirring in every a<fl of it. 

Thoagh I am confident the author had wrote 
this play, and printed it long before the Art of 
Cookery was tliought of, and 1 had never read 
it til Ithe other poem was very near perfecfted, 
yet it is admirable to fee how a true rule will be 
adapted to a good work, or a good work to a true 
rule. I fhould be heartily glad, for the fake of 
the public, if our poets, for the future, would 
make ufe of fo good an example. I doubt not 
but whenever you or I write comedy, we fhall 
obferve it, L have juft now met with a furpriz- 
ing happinefs, a friend that ha^ feen two of Dr 
Lifter's works, one De buccinis fluviatilibus et 
marinir exercitatio, An exerciiation of fea and 
river fhell-fi(h. In which he fays fome of the 
chiefeft rarities are the pifle and fpermatic veflels 
of 9L /naitt delineated by a •microfcopc, the omen- 
tum or caul of its throat, its fallopian tube, and 
hs fubcrocean tefticle ; which are things Hippo- 
crates, Galen, Celfos, Fernclius, and Harvey were 
never mailers of. The other curiofity is the 
admirable piece of Ctslius Apicius, De Opfoniis 
five CondimentiSf five Arte Coquinaria, Libri De- 
ccm, being ten books of foups and fauces, and the 
Art of Cookery, as it is excellently printed for 
the do(5tor; who in this fo important affair is not 
fufficienily communicative. My friend fays he 
has a promife of leave to read it. What re- 
marks he makes i fhall not be envious of, but im- 
part to him I love, as well as bis

Dear Sir^ 

1MUST commuoicace my happinefs to you, 
becaofe you are fo much my friend as to re* 
jpice at it. I, fome days ago, met wiih an old 
acqaaintance, a curious perfon, of whom 1 en- 
quired if he had feen the book concerning Ciups 
and fauces; he told me he had, but that he had 
but a very flight viesv of it, the per (on who was 
maAer of it not being willing to part with fo va« 
luable a rarity out of his ciofet. I deflred him 
to give me what account he could of it. He 
fays, That it is a very handtbme offavo ; for e* 
ver fince the days of Ogilby, good paper, and 
good print, and fine cuts, make a book become 
ingenious, and brighten up an author ftrangely. 
That there is a copious index, and at the end a 
catalogue of all the Doc^tor's works concerning 
cockles, Englifli beetles, fnails, fpiders that get 
i*up into the air and throw us down cobwebs, a 
monfter vomited up by a baker, and fuch like; 
which, if carefully perufed, would wonderfully 
improve us. There is, it feems, no manufcript 
of it in tlngland, nor any other country that can 
be heard of; fb that this imprefHon is from one 
of Humelbergius, who, as my friend fays, he 
does, not believe contrived it hinifelf, becaufe the 
things are fo veiy much out of the way, that 
it is not probable any learned man would fet 
himfelf ferioufly to work to invent them. He 
tells me of this ingeniuus remark made by the 
JLditor, *' That whatever manufcripts there 
^ ' might have been, they muft have been ex- 
' tremely vicious and corrupt, as being writ out 

* by the cooks themfelves, or (bme of their 

* friends or fervants^ who are not always the 
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* moft acqaratc ** And then, as my friend ob- 
ferved, if the cook had ufed it ixiiich, it might be 
fuUied; th« cook perhaps not a1w;i\s licking his 
fingers when he had occafion for it. I (hould 
think it no innprovtdent matter for the Qate to 
order a fele<5l fcrivener to tranfcribe receipts, left 
ignorant women, and houfc keepers (liould im- 
pofe npon future ages by ill fpelt and uncorreA 
receipts for potting of lobfters, or pickling of tor- 
keys. Caelius Apicins, it feems, paffes for the 
author of this treatife^ whofe fcience, learning, 
and difcipline were extremely contemned, and 
almoft abhorred by Seneca and the Aoics, as in- 
troducing luxury, and infecting the manners o^ 
the Romans ; and fb lay neglected till the infe- 
rior ages, but then were introduced as being a 
help to phytic, to which a learned author, called 
Donatus, fays, that the kitchen is a handmaid* 
I remember in our days, though we cannot in 
every refpeft come up to the antients, that 
a very good author, ah old gentleman> is ihtro-'' 
duced as making nfe of three doctors, Dr Diet| • 
Dr Quiet, and Dr Merriman. They are report- 
ed to be excellent phyficians, and if kept at a 
conflant penfion, their fees will not be very coll- 

It feems, as my friend has learnt, there were 
two pcrfons that bore the name of Apiciu?, one 
under the republic, the other in the time of Ti- 
berius, who is recorded by Pliny, to have had 
a great deal of wit and judgment in all affairs 
that related to eating, and confequently has his 
name affixed to many (brts of amulets and p^ti" 
cakes. Nor were emperors lefs contributors to 
ib great an undertaking, as VitelHiis, Commodus, 
Didius Julianus, and Varius Heliogabalus, whofe 
imperial names are prefixed to manifold receipts; 

The 
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The laft of which emperors had the peculiar 
glory of firft making faufages of shrimps, cr^bs, 
oyfters, fprawns, and lobders. AuJ thcfe fau« 
fages being meniioned by tiie author which the 
editor publlfhes, from chat and many other argu- 
ments the learned dodlor irrefrngably maintainS| 
that the book, as now printed, could not be tran* 
fcribed till after the time of Heliogahalus^ who 
gloried in the titles of Apicius and Vitellius, more 
than Antoninus, who had gained his reputation 
by a temperate, auftere, and folid virtue. And, 
it ieetns, under his adminidration a perfbn that 
found out a new foup might have as great a re- 
ward, as Drake or Dainpier might expect for 
finding a new continent. My friend fays, the 
editor tells us of unheard of dainties; how iEfo- 
pas had a fupper of the tongues of birds that could 
fpeak; and that his daughter regaled on pearls, 
though he does not tell us how (lie dreft iheni ; 
liow Hortenliiis left ten tlioufand pipes of wine 
in his cellar for his heirs drinking ; how Vedius 
Pollio fed his Hfli-ponds with man's flefli, and 
bow Caefar bought (Ik thoufand weight of lam- 
preys for bis triumphal fupper. He fays, the edi- 
tor proves equally to a demondraiion, by the 
proportions and quantities fet down, and the 
naufeoufnefs of the ingredients, that the dinners 
of the emperors were ordered by their phyfici- 
ans, and that the recipe was taken by the cook, 
as the collegiate do(f>ors would do their bills to 
a modern apothecary; and that this cuHom was 
taken from the Egyptians, and that this method 
continued till the Goths and Vandals over-ran 
the Weftern empire; and that they, by ufe, ex- 
ercife, and neceflfity of abftinence, introduced the 
eating of cheefe and.vcnifon without thofe addi. 
tional fauces, which the phyliciius of old fowtivV 
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out to rcftore the depraved appetites of fuch 
great men as bad loA their ftomachs by aa ec« 
cefs of luxury. Out of the ruins of Erafiftratus' 
book of endive, Glaucus Lorenfls of cow-heel^ 
Mithsecus of hot-pots, Dionyfius of fugar-fops^ 
Agis of pickled broom-buds, Epinetus of fack- 
po^t, Euthedf mus of apple-dumplings, Hege« 
fippus of black* pud ding, Crito of (bufed macka* 
rel, Stephanus of limon-cream, Archytes of hogs 
barflet, Aceftius of quince marmalade, Hicefins 
of potted pidgeons, Diodes of fweet-breads, and 
Philiftion of oat cakes, and feveral other fuch 
authors, the great Humelbergius compofed his 
iinnotatibns upon Apicius, who(e receipts, when 
part of Tuily, Livy, and 1 acitus have been ne- 
gle<^ed and loft, were prefer vcd in the utmoft 
parts of Tranfilvania, for the peculiar palate of 
the ingenious editor. Latinus^ Latinius finds 
fault with feveral difhes of Apicius, and is pleaf- 
ed to fay they are naufcous; but our editor de- 
fends that great perfon by fhewing the difference 
of our cuftoms; Low Plutarch fays the ancients 
ufed no pepper, whereas all, or at lead five or fix 
hundred of Apicius's delicates were feafoned 
with it. For we may as well admire that fome 
Weft Indians fhould abftain from ialt, as that we 
(bould be able to bear the bitierncfs of hops in 
our common drink; and therefore we fliould not 
be averfe to rue, cummin, parflcy feed, marfh- 
mallows, or nettles with our common meat, or 
to have pepper, honey, fait, vinegar, raifius, 
muftard, and oil, rue, maftic, and cardamums 
ftrown promifcCioufly over our dinner when it 
comes to table. My friend tells nie of fome 
ihort obfervations he made out of the annota- 
tions, which he owes to his memory : and there- 
/bre i7egs pardon, if io lorn e things hemay miftake, 
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becAofe it is not wilfully, as that Papirins Perns 
was the -great patron of cuOard: That the Te- 
trapbarmacon, a dijfh much admired by the FLm* 
perors Adrian and Alexander Severus, was made 
of ph^aftnt, peacock, a wild fow*s hock and 
udder, wiih a bread pudding over it, and. that 
the-4ianie and reafon of fo odd a difli are to be 
fought for amongft the phylicians. 

The work is divided into ten hooks, of which 
the 6rll treats of (c)Up^ and pickles, and amongft 
other things fhews that fauce-pans were tinned 
before the lime of Pliny : 1 h:u Gordian nfed a 
giafs of bitter in a morning: 'J'hat the ancients 
fcalded their wine; and that burnt rl.iret, as 
now pra<flifed with f'pice and fii2;ar, is pernici- 
ous. Thai the adulteration of wme was as anti- 
eni as Cato. Thil Brawn W2m a ll'm.an difli, 
which Apicius commends as ivotuhrful ; its 
fauce then was mnlbard and honev, before the 
frequeiTt ufe of lbn;ar. >jMr were fou(ed hogs 
feet, cheeks and ears unknown to thcfe ages. 
*Tis very probable they were not (b fuperftitious 
as to have io great a delicate only at Cbtidmas, 
It were worth a difffrtation between two learn- 
ed perfijns, fo it vvere managed A^ith temper and 
candour, to know whether the Britons taught it 
to the Romans, or whether Csefar introduced it 
into Britain, and it is flrange he fhould take no 
notice of it; whereas he has recorded that they 
did not eat hare's flefh; that the antients n(ed to 
marinate their fifh, by frying the»n in oil, and 
the moment they were taken out pouring bulling; 
vinegar upon them. The learned annot^tor ob- 
ferves, that the bed way of keeping the liquor in 
oyflers is by lading the deep (hell downwards, 
and that by this means Apicius conveyed" oyfters 
to Tiberius when in Farthia. A noble mvet\t\t\x\ 

P ^\\^^ 
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fince made ufeof at Colchefter with moft admi- 
rably^ -foccefs. What ettates might Br^wn or 
Ix^iket have got ia thofe days^ when Apicius 
only for boiling of fprouts after a new fafhion, 
de(ervedly came into the good graces of DrufuS| 
who then commanded the Roman armies. 

The firil book having treated of iaaces or 
flanding pickles for relifh, which are ufed in m6ft 
of the fucceeding receipts, the fecond has a 
glorious fubje<fl of (aufages, both with (kina and 
without, which contains matters no lefs remark-^ 
able than the former. The antients that were 
delicate in their eating prepared their own mufli* 
rooms, with an amber or at lead a filver knife ; 
where the annotator fhews elegantly againft 
Hardonius, that the whole knife, and not only 
the handle, was of amjser^or (ilver, led the ru(ii« 
nefs of an ordinary knife might prove infeAious. 
This vis a nicety which I hope we may in time 
arrive to ; for the Britons, though not very for- 
ward in inventions, yet are outdone by no nation 
in imitation or improvements. 

The third book is of fuch edibles as are pro* 
duced in gardens. The Romans ufed nitre to 
make their herbs look green ; the annotator 
fliews our falt-petre at prefent to diflfer from the 
antient nitre. Apicius had a way of mincing 
them firft with oil and fait, and fo boiling 
them, which Pliny commends: But the prefent 
receipt is to let the water boil well, throw in 
fait, and a bit of butter, and (b not only fprouts 
but (pinage will be green. There i^a moft ex- 
traordinary obfervation of the editor, to which 
I cannot but agree, that it is a vulgar error 
that walnut-trees, like Ruffian wives, thrive the 
better for being beaten, and that long poles and 
flones are ufed by boys and others to get the fruit 

down. 
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ddwni the walnut-tree being fo very high they 
could not othervirife reach it, rather out of kind- 
nefs to themfelveSy than any regard to the tree 
that bears it. As for afparagus there is an excel- 
lent remark, that according to Pliny they were 
the great *care of the antient gardners, and that 
at Ravenna three weighed a pound ; but that 
in iLngland it was thought a rarity when 100 of 
them weighed thirty : That cucuuibeis are apt 
to rife in the flomach, unlefs pared or boiled 
with oil, vinegar and honey: That the Egyp- 
tians would drink hard without any didurbance, 
be'caufe it was a rule for them to have always 
boiled cabbage for their firft difli at fupper: 
That the beft way to rod onions is in colewort 
leaves, for fear of burning them : That beets are 
good for fVniths, becaufe they working at the fire 
are generally coftive : That Petronius has re- 
corded a little old woman who fold the agrefte 
olus of the antients, which honour I take to be 
as much due thofe who in our days cry nettle- 
tops, elder-buds, and clover, in fpring time very 
wholefome. 

The fourth book contains the univerfal Art of 
Cookery. As MaMiaeus Sylvaticus compofed the 
patide<^s of phyfic, and Juftiniar thofe of law, fo 
Apicius has done the paude<^s of his Art in this 
book, which bears that inicription. The firft 
chapter contains the admirable receipt of sl fala^ 
cacahy of Apicius. Bniife in a mortar parfley- 
feed, dried peneroyal, dried mint, ginger, green 
coriander, raiiins ftoued, honey, vinegar, oil and 
wine, put them into a cacabuUim^ three crufls of 
Pycentine bread, the flefh of a pullet, goat's flones, 
vefline cheefe, pine kernels, cucumbers, dried 
onion> minced fmall; pour a foup over it, garnifh 
it with fnow, and feud it up m the cacabulum. 

P 2 'Wv^ 
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This cacabulum being an uniifual vefTcl^ ii^ 
friend went to his dictionary', where finding an 
odd interpretation of it, he was eafily perfuaded, 
from the whimficahiefs of the compoiitiony and 
the fa I) tallica hiefs of fnow for its garniture, that 
the properelt veflel for a phyiician to preicribe to 
fend to table upon that occafion might be a bed- 
pan. There are fom^ admirable remarks in the 
annotations to the (econd chapter concerning the 
dialogue of Afellius Sabinus, who introduces a 
combat between mufhrooms, chats or beccoficos^ 
oyders, and red-wings, a work that ought to 6e 
publiQied : For the fame annotator obfervesi 
that this ifland is not deditute of red-wings, 
ttiough coming to us only in the hardeft wea- 
ther, and therefore feldoni brought fat to our ta* 
bles : That the chats come to us in April and 
breexi, and about Autumn return to Africa : That 
experience, fhews us they may be kept in cages 
A-d with beef or wether mutton, figs, grapes 
and minced filberds, being dainties not unwor- 
thy the care of fuch as would preferve our Bri- 
tifh hofpitality. There is a curious obieivation 
concerning the diverfity of Roman and Briiifh 
di/hes, thr-firft deliohiing in bodge podge, galli- 
maufreys, forced meats, juffch, and ialniagun- 
dies; the latter in ipcar-ribs; fui loins, chines, and 
barons; and thence our terms of art, both as lo 
drefling and carving, l ccome very different; fi»r 
they lying upon a fort of couch, could not have 
carved thofe dithes which our anceftors, when 
they fat upon forms ufed to do. But lince the 
ufif of cuftiions and elbow chairs, and the editions 
of good books and authors, it may be hoped in 
time we may come up to them. For iudeed hi- 
therto we have been (<>mc thing to blame, and I 
believe few of us have fecu adilh of capon-iiones at 

table 
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tabic (tamb-ftones it is acknowledged by the learn^ 
ed anno ta tor that we have) : for the arc of ma* 
king capons has long been buried in oblivioD. 
Varro, the great Roman antiquary, tells us how 
to do it by burning of their fpurs, which occa- 
fioning their fterility, makes them capons in 
efte<fl| though tbofe parts thereby became more 
large and tender. 

The fifth book is of pcafe porridge^ under 
which are included frumentary, water-gruel, milk 
pot ridge, rice mill;, iluniery, (Hr-about, and the 
like. The Latin, or rather Greek name is aiif' 
prios, but my friend was plea fed to intitlc it 
Pantagruel, a name ufed by Rablais, an eminent 
phyHcian. There are foine very rcinaikablc 
things in it; as the emperor Julianus had feldom 
any thing but fpoon-meat at fupper. 1 hat the 
herb fenigreek, with pickles, oil and wine, was a 
Roman dainty; upon which the annotator ob- 
ferves, that it is not ufed in our kitchens, jnr a 
certain ungrateful bitternefs that it has, and that 
ii is plainly a phyfical dyet that will give a (lool, 
and that, mixed with oats, it is the be(l purge for 
horles* An excellent invention for frugality, 
that nothing might be lod; for what the Lord 
did not eat he might feud to his (lable. 

The fixth book treats of wild -fov^l, hew to 
dreis oftriches, the bigged, groiled and moft 
difficult of digeftiou of any bird, phenicoptrices, 
parrots, &c. 

The feventh book treats of things fumpiuous 
and coftly^ and therefore is chiefly concerning hog* 
m^atf in which the Romans came to that excels, 
that the laws forbad the ufage of hogs harflet, 
fweetbreads, cheeks, (be. at th^r puMic fuppers. 
Aod Cato, when Cenfor, fought to ref^rain tHe 
cxtravagaut ufe of Brayvn by feverul of his orajti-

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ons ; Co much regard viras had then to the Art 
of. Cookery, that we fee it took place in the 
thou^ts of the wifeft men, and bore a pare ia 
their mofl important councils. But alas! the 
degeneracy of our prefent age is fuch, that I be- 
lieve few befideslirtie annotator know the excel- 
lency of a virgin (bw, efpecially of the black kind 
brought from China ; and how to make the mod 
of her liver, lights, brains, and pettitoe<; ; and to 
vary her into thofe fifty difhes which Pliny fay» 
were ufually made of that delicious creature. 
Befides, Galen tells us more of its excellencies, 
that fellow thtit eats bacon ior Huo or tbfee days 
before he is to box or ivrejile^ fhall be much 
flron^er than if he fl)ould eat the befi roaji beef 
or bag-pudding in the parifi 

The eight book treats of (uch dainties ^sfour* 
footed beads aSbrd us ; as, iJL The ivild boar, 
which they ufed to boil with all its bridles on. 
2r//y, The deer^ drefled with broth made with 
pepper, wine^ honey, oil, and fieived damfons^ &c. 
^dly. The nuild fheepy of which there are inmnne- 
Table in the mountains of Yorkfhire and Weft- 
morland that will let no body handle them ; but 
if they are caught they are to be fent up with 
an elegant faiice prefcribed after a phyjlcal rPian- 
ner^ in form of aji eleituaryy made of pepper, 
rue, par jley 'feed y juniper, thyme dried ^ mint, pene- 
royal^ l)oney, &c, with which any apothecary in 
that country can futnifh you. 4thly, Beef with 
onion fauce, and commended by Celfus, but not 
much approved by Hippocrates, becaiife the 
Greeks fcarce knew how to make oxen;^t}d pow» 
dering tubs were hi very few families ; for phvfi- 
cians have been Very peculiar in their diet in all 
ages ; otherwife Galen would fcarce have found 
/•at that young foxes were in feafon in autumtv. 

^t!?ly, 
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^thly^ The fueling pig, boiled in paper, fthly, 
the hare, the chief of the iloman dainties, its 
blood being the fweeteft of any animal, its natu- 
ral fear contributing to that excellency. Though 
the emperors and nobility had parks to fat them 
in, yet in the time of Didius Julianus, if any one 
had fenc him one, or a pig, he would make it latt 
him three days, whereas Alexander Severus had 
one every meal, which niuil have been a great 
expence, and is very remarkable. But the mod 
ejLOuifite animal was referved for the lad chapter^ 
and that was the dormonfe, a harn\lefs creature, 
whofe innocence might at lead have defended it 
both from cooks and phyficians But Apicius 
foiind out au odd fort of fate for thofe poor crea- 
tures, ibme to be boned, and others to be put 
whole, with odd ingredients, into hogs guts, and 
lb boiled for faufages. In antient times people 
xnade it their bufinefs to fatten them : Aridotle 
rightly obferves that fleep fattened them, and 
Aiartial, from thence too, poetically tells us that 
fleep was their only nouri/hment: but the annota- 
tor has cleared that point ; he, good man, hw 
tenderly obfervcd one of them for many years, 
and find»that it does not fleep all the winter, as, 
. fal(ely reported, but wakes at meals, and after its 
repall then rolls itfelf up in a ball to fleep. 
This dormoufe, according to the author, did not 
drink in. three years time; but whether other 
dormice do fo T cannot tell, becaufe Baraboulel- 
bergius bis treatife of fattening dormice is loft. 
Though very coftly, they became a common difli 
at great entertainments. Petronius delivers us 
an odd receipt for drefSng them, and ferving 
them up with poppies and honey, which muft be 
a very fbporiferous dainty, and as good as owl- 
pye to fuch as want a nap after dinner. The 
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fbndnefs of the Romans came to be Co exceffivc 
towards them, tliat, as Pliny fays, the Ceufofian 
laivSf and Marcus Scaurjis in his confulfhip, got 
them prohibited from the public entertainments. 
But Nero, Commodus^ and Heliogabalus would 
not deny the liberty, and indeed properly of 
their fiibje<5ls, in fo reafonable an enjoymeut; and 
therefore we find them long after brought to 
table in the times of Amminnns Martellinus, 
who tells us likewife, ihMfcales vjere brought to 
table in thofe acres to weigh cwious fijhes, birds 
and flormice^ to fee whether they were at the 
iiandard of excellency and perfeolion, and fome* 
limes, 1 fuppofe, to vie with other pretenders to 
magnificence. Theannotator takes hold of this 
occafion to fhew of how o^reat ufe fcales would be 
at the tables of our nobility j efpecially upon the 
bringing up of a difh of wild fowl : for if twelve 
iarks (fays he) JJiould weigh below twelve ounces^ 
they would be very lean, and fcarce tolerable ; if 
twelve, and down-weight , they would be very 
well ; but if thirteen^ they would be fat to per- 
0&ion, We fee upon how nice and exacft a ba- 
lance the happinefs of eating depends! 

X could fcarce forbear fmiling;, not to fay wor(e, 
at fuch eKa(flnefs and fach dAinties, and told roy 
friend that thofe fcales would be of extraordinary 
ufe at Dunftable, and that, if the annotaior had" 
not prefcribed his dorm on fe, I fliould upon the 
firft occafion be glad to vifit it, if I knew its viii- 
ting days and hours, fo as not to diOurb it* 

Aly friend faid there remained but two books 
more, one of fea, and the other of river fifli, in 
the account of which he would not be long, fe«- 
|tlg his memory began to fail him almoft as much 
as my patience. 
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*Tis true, in a lonr ';:jo*k foft Jlu7}ibcrs creep. 
And gently Jirtk the art: i into L'jp : 

iLfpecially wlieu treating uf dormice. 

The ninth book is concerning fea-fini, where, 
amongd other learned annotation.*, is recorded 
that famous voyage of Apicius, who ha\ing fpeuc 
many millions, and being retired into Campaniaj 
heard that there were lobilers of a vail and un« 
ufual bignefs in Africa, and thereupon impatient* 
]y got on fliipboard the fame day, and having 
fuffered much at fea, came at la(l to the coa(l« 
But the fame of fo great a man^s coming had 
landed before him, and all the fi/hernien failed 
out to meet him, and prefented him with their 
faired lobfters. He a(ked if they had no larger; 
they anfweredj their fea produced nothing more 
excellent than what they brought. This honeft 
freedom of theirs, with his difappointment, fo 
dKguHed him, that he took pet, and bad the 
mafter return home again immediately: and Co, 
it feems, Africa \oil the breed of one monHcr 
more than it had before. I'here are many re- 
ceipts in the book to dicfs cramp-iifh tliat numb 
the hands of thofe thap touch them; the cuale- 
fidi, whofe blood is like ink; the p>urconirel or 
niaiiy.feet ; the fea urchin or hedj,c-hog ; wiili 
feveral otliers, whofc fauces are agreeable to"ihrir 
Daitires. But, to the comfort of us niudi'rns, the 
aotients often eat their o^ iters alive, and fpread 
hard eggs minced over their Iprats, as we di> now 
over our falt-fiOi, There is one tnin;i very curi- 
ous concerning herrings: It feeuis the anticnt^ 
*ere very fantadical in m.iking one thing pais for 
another ; fo, at Peironius's fupper tlie took fent 
up a fat goole, fafli, and vvild-f;; vl of all forts 10 
appearance, but ilill all were made out of the 
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fevcral parts of one finglc porker. The great Nici^ 
suedes, king of Bythinia^ had a very delightful de- 
ception of this nature pot npon him by his cook; 
the king was extremely affected with frelh her- 
rings (as indeed who is noi); but being far up-in 
Afia from the fea coaft, his whole wealth could 
not haw purchafed one, bat his cook contrived 
fome fort of meat, which put into a frame, lb re- 
fembled a herring that it was extremely fatisfac- 
tory both to his prince's eyes and guflo. My 
friend told me that, to the honour of the city of 
London, he had feen a thing of this namre there^ 
that is, a herring, or rather a /almagundy, with 
the head and tail (b neatly laid that it furprifed 
him. He fays many of the /pedes may be found 
at the Sugar Loaf in Bell-yard, as giving an ex- 
cellent relifb to Burton-ale, and not coiling above 
fix pence ; an inconfiderable price for (b imperial 
a dainty. 

The tenth book, as my friend tells me, is con- 
cerning fi/h fauces, which confifl of a variety of 
ingredients, amongfl which is generally a kind of 
frumenty. But it is poi to be forgot by any 
per f on who would boil fifli exaclly, that they 
thrtvv them alive into the water, which at pre- 
fent is faid to be a Dutch receipt, but was deriv- 
ed from t!>e Romans. It feems Seneca the phi- 
lofbpher (;i man from whofe niorofe temper little 
good, in the Art of Cookery could be expec^ei'), in 
his third book of natural queftions, correcting the 
luxury of the times, fays, the Romans were come 
to that daiiitinefs, that thev would not eat a fifh 
unlefs upon the fame day it was taken, that it 
might talle of the fea, as they exprefTed it; and 
therefore had them brought by perfms who rode 
poll, and made « great outcry, whereupon all 
other people were obliged to give them the road. 

It 
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Ic was an ufual expre/Iion for a Roman to (ay, in 
other matters I. may confide in you, but in a thing 
of this weight it is not confijlent with my gravity 
and prudence ; / will truji nothing but my own 
eyes : bring the fiftj hither, let me fee him breathe 
his lafi^ And when the poor.fifh wan brought 
to tabic fwimming and gafping, he would cry out^ 
nothing is more beautiful than a dying mullet! 
Aly friend fays, the annotator looks upon thefe 
as j efts made by the (loicks, and fpoken abfurdly 
and beyond nature; though the annotator at the 
fame time tells us, that it was a la*v at Athens^ 
that the filhermeu fhould not wafh their fi/h, 
hot bring them as they came out of the fea. 
Happy were the Athenians in good laws, and the 
Romans in great examples ; but I believe our 
Britons need wifh their friends no longer life 
than till they fee Tendon ferved with live her- 
ring and gafping mackarel. It is true we are 
not quite (b barbarous, but thnt we throw our crabs 
alive into fcalding water, and tye our lobfters to 
the fpit to hear tbem fqueek when they are 
I roafted ; our eels ufe the fame periftaltic motion 
upon ^the gridiron » when their (kin is off and 
their guts are out, as they did before ;' and our 
gudgeons taking opportunity of jumping after 
they are floured, give occafion to the admirable 
remarkof fome perfon's folly, when,, to avoid the 
danger of the frying-pan, they leap into the fire. 
My friend faid, that the mention of eels put him 
in mind of the concluding remark of the annota- 
tor, that they who amongft the Sybarites would 
fiih fbr eels, or fell them, fliauld be free from all 
taxes. I was glad to hear of the word conclude, 
and told him nothing could be more acceptable 
tonie than the mention of the Sybarites, of whom 
I Ihortly intended a hiftory, fliewing how they 
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banifhed cocks for waking them in a mornihg, 
and fmiths for being ufcful ; how one cried ont 
becaufe one of the rofe leaves he lay on wai 
rumpled ; how they taught their horfes to , 
dance^ and Co their enemies coming againfl them 
with guitars and harpdcords, fet them P> npofl 
tbHr roundeaus and minuets, that the form of 
their battle was broken, and three hundred thou« 
fand of them (lain, as^-^oldman, Littleton, and 
feveral other good authors affirm. I told my 
friend I had much overflaid my hour, but if at 
«ny time he would find Dick Humell>ergiuS| 
CaQ>ar Barthius, and another friend, M'^ith him* 
firlf, I would invite him to dinner, on a fewf but 
choice difhes, to cover the table at once, wbich, 
except they would thh^k of any thing better, 
fliould be 9i falacticaby, a difli of fenigreek. a-wild 
flieepVhead and appurtenances, with a fuitable 
electuary, a rngout of capon's (lones, and fome 
dormoufe faufafi^es 

If, as friends do with. one another at a venifbn- 
pafty, you fhould fend for a plate, you know you 
may command it, for what is mine is yours, 
as being eniircly yours, fir.

TO indace tbee topurcbafe this little book, it 
beboYCtb me t6 remove two or three ftinn* 
bling blocks, whicb lie at tbe very tbrefhoTd of 
it. Thoie ftambling blocks are certain unlucky 
objedlions, which the title may poffibly fuggeft 
to the snind. 

The firft objeAion lieth againft the fubjeA, 
which, peradventure, may be thought low and 
trifling. In apology I have to alledge, thSit this 
very thing manimleth the fingular fagacity, 
prudence, and benevolence of the Author : His 
iagacity in dilcovering the ruling tafte of the age 
for trifles, his prudence in accommodating him- 
(elf to that tafte, and therewithal his benevo- 
lence in confiilting my intereft by writing what 
is likely to fell: for the profit is to be wholly 
mine, the Author being contented with the fole 
reward of fame. I inight, indeed, add a third 
reaibn for his choice of fuch a fubjedl, no lefi 
true perhaps than the foregoing, namely, that 
he was tonfcious his genius could rife no high- 
er, whereby he difcovereth no fmall degree of 
felf-knowledge and humility, virtues not ordinal 
rily found in writers of any age, much lefs in 
ours. 
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But there is another objection which likewife 
affecteth the matter or fubjecl of this perfor- 
aance; its being, as {bme nidy think^ too paiv 
ticular, and what concerneth Anglers only; 
who^ fay they, are few in number Thisobjec« 
tion, I humbly conceive, proceedeth on a grand ■ 
miftake. For to a man of any compafs of 
thought and experience in >the warld, it^is well 
known, that Angling is not a mere recreation, 
but a bufinefs, a bufinefs which employetb mbft ' 
orders, profeflions and occopattons among men. 
This might be fairly proved by an induction of 
particulars : • For inftance, we bookfellers* angle 
for authors, and authors angle for^a dinner or 
for fame : Again doth not the lawyer angle £6t 
clients, the doAor for a fee, the divine for pre- 
ferment, the Aatefman for fecrets, the courtier 
for a penfion, and the needy for a place? Fur^ 
ther^ what is he who offered a bribe, but a fiflier 
for another man's confcience ? And what is he 
who taketh a bribe, but the filly fifh that is 
caught with thebaiti But it would exceed the 
bounds of a preface ta enter into a longer detail* 
What is here faid may fuffice to (hew the uni- 
verfaltty of our Author's (ubjecft. 

The laft objeAion which I have to mention 
and refute, concerneth the manner of handling 
this fubje<5t, I mean writing in verfe. 

I was fo thoroughly aware ot the great preju^ 
dice from this quarter to the fale of the work, 
that I thought proper to have feme talk with 
the Author on the point. And, I mud own, that 
I found him to fhuffle and cut grievoufly about 
it. For when I obje<fted to him, that there are 
but few, very few, readers of verfe, he anfwer* 
ed, the fame objediion lies againd one of the 
Bgbleft poems in our language; Sommerviile'j 

Chace. 
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Chacp. Aye, but, faid I, every one hath not Som* 
rtic'rville's genius. He knit his brows, and ap- 
peared not a little difpleafed at my fufpicion of 
his poetical abilities. 

His next plea was, thathe loved jingling him- 
felf, and thought other people did io too ? for he 
had obferved, that the things which paffed 
well enough with the public, fince the death of 
Alexander Pope, were no better. What, faid I 
again, have you never read, or have you forgot- 
ten the monody on Pope^s death, and the trage- 
dy of Elfrida? He fhook his head, as much as to 
fay, If friend Ma ion goes on to write fuch pieces 
as thofe, he may ftarve >i^ile the bookfellers 
live. 

All that I could get furlEI&er out of him was 
this^ If any who have a tafte for rhimes will 
look into thefe dialogues, they will not perhaps 
be difplealed with their entertainment. 1 hefe 
expreflions feemed to me to favour fb ftrongly ef 
vanity, that I thereupon left him to enjoy his 
felf-fufficiency. 

One word more, gentle reader, and I have 
done. To render this edition as entertaining 
and edifying as poffible, I have fpared no ex- 
pence* To this end 1 put the manulcript into 
the hands of Ilindry learned and ingenious 
men, whom I retain in conflant pay.

I am confcioas there are 
many better capacitated for this talk than my- 
felf, and from whom, I mult own, I have re- 
ceived feveral ufeful hints, as they occur in the 
courfe of this work, efpecially from xny good 
friends Mr S. H. Mr T. C. Mr G. W. and fc 
veral others, to whom I acknowledge myfelf 
greatly indebted. It will be needlefs to lay any 
thing of the merit or ufefulnefs of this little 
tradt, becaufe it is intended only as a prepara- 
tory introdu<5lion to a very large field of iaftrac- 
tive knowledge, to no lefs than the compiling a 
didlionary, which will fcarce be contained in 
two volumes in folio : I call it a diAionary, be- 
caufe it will contain the whole circle of the Art 
cf Lying: it will be a Didiianary of DiSionaries^ 
of which this little epitome before yon. is no 
snore in comparifen to it, for learning and mat- 
ter, than one drop of water is to the whole o« 
cean. I have introduced it here only as a faint 
fpecimen of a part of it, and only as a headpiece 
•to a propofal which you will find annexed to the 
end of this diflertation.

LYING, we find, though not the art of J|j 
has been, pratflifed in all ages, and by all 
degrees of people. All hiftory, Tacred and pro^ 
fane, are teftimonies of its pradtice and antiqui*' 
ty : but, however, even in its primitive date, af 
well as at this hour^ though every man has been 
guilty of it, no one will own himfelf to be a liar. 
Every one would have you believe what he af- 
ferts to be a truth. It muft be owned that truth 
and falfliood in many cafes have a very near re- 
(enotblance ; it is the art of dilguifing fal(hood, lb 
as to appear like truth or probability, that is the 
fubje<ft before me— a fubjedl too that all mankind 
are interefted in^ as all degrees of men, from the 
prince to the peafant^have, in (bme meafure, and 
dji ftill daily pradlife it» It has often been mat- 
ter of wonder to me, that a fcience fo much in 
pra<51ice has not been reduced to dated rules ; 
for want of which men fometimes run fuch un* 
accountable lengths, that they give themfelves

— Kings, in their (olemn 
ties with each other, will not, in common f 
when they break thofe treaties, be deemed 
Minijiers ofjlate, though they may have n 
their mafter, or the people, by thefe rulcj 
be acquitted from cenfure. Courtiers^ by 
rules, may fafely promife, and never pei 
thofe prom ifes, and yet be deemed honou 
and true men. Generals may deceive theii 
fters in the reports of brave exploits, or 
lofl*es, by thefe rules, and yet (land fair ii 
eye of calumny and detraction. The piou 
Jhop may fwear by his honour and his prieiU 
xnay (bw diviGon in bis diocefe, may rack 
peaple^s confcicnces, or their grounds, for til 
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; and yet, by thefe rules^ he (hall (b conduA him^ 

g felf, as to be accounted holy. The lawyer^ 

[ though he fhould defraud you of an eftate by 

; feeming guile, bring falfe a<^iions or faifewit* 

^ nefs, fhall, by thefe infallible rules, feem imiiia<* 

culate and fpotlcl^' The merchant and the mC" 

j chiinic fhall. artfully conceal the defccfis of their 

, goods, nay openly expoie them- to fale, with all 

I 'their damages to view, yet, by thefe rules, no 

1^^ one fhall have it in his power to contradiifl him^ 

or to fay it is untrue. Car men, porters, ha<kneym 

men, &c* fhall take ^f you more than is their 

lawful due^ and yet, by thefe rules, they (ball 

be acquitted from all ccnfure of impofition. In 

a. word, the very beggar who aiks an alms, who 

binds up his found limb, patches his eye up, and 

k tells you thefe he loft in the fervice of his coun* 

try, fhall, by thefe rules, at night unbind his leg 

and pull his patch off*, and yet be deemed no 

hypocrite. 

It will here be neceffary to explain the term^ 
: we fhall hereafter be obliged to ufe in the comrfe 
; «f this work, for the better underftanding the 
* nature and end of our defign. And firft, 1 fhall 
obferve to you, that falfhood, which is vulgarly 
called lying, is the reverfe of truth. Truth is ma- 
thematical demonflration ) for inflance, the 47th 
book of the ifl: propofition of Euclid, That the 
fquare of the hypotheneufe of a redangled tri- 
angle, is equal to the fquare of thebafe and perpen- 
dicular added together, is a demonftrated truth 1 
To (ay the fquare of one of thofe fides is eqilal 
tr. the (quare of the hypotheneufe and the ether 
fide added together, is falfe : Upon this bafis 
truth and falQiood are diftinguifhed, and the 
nearer the approach is to each x)thcr, the more

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diflicuU it is to comprehend ihexn, vrithout th 
ufe of ihcfe rules. 

Truth may be fo dtfguisM, that it may a{ 
pear to be falfe to a common underflauding 
For example, the wifdom of our miniftry is vt 
ry confpicuous to every judicious eye ; but il 
Tulgar think it otherwife, for want only of 
knowledge in thefe rules. 

On the contraryi falfhood may be veiled lik 
truth : A.S fur inftance, the great exploits of oi 
army in Flanders this fummer are well know 
throughout £urope; and yet the vulgar, f 
want of thefe rules, are bold enough to cenfo: 
their conduA. 

It is upon this nice di(lin<5lion between trut 
and falfliood that thefe rales are founded. Pr 
bable and improbable, poflible and impoffibl 
have the fame rules, are built upon the fan 
principles, ^nd have the fame ratio of tendenc 
to, or feparation from each other. From hen( 
we may obferve, all approaches to truth, tl 
nearer they feem ally'd to each other, the mo 
fafe and methodically perfedl will falQiood a 
pear by rules; and the wider you extend poffib 
and impoflible, the greater will be the ikill r 
quired to difguife them. For example^ it ra; 
be aiTerted that it is impoflible for a great ri( 
man to accept a ^d*«/;(?;2, or a bribe f now, in tl 
eye of the vulgar, this is feemingly fo ; but i 
the other hand, if it be poffible, it may al(b I 
true, and by thefe rules is fo to a demonftrai 
on, that they do refufe it. 

Probable and improbable are the middle (la 
on, and are under the fame rules and metho 
with the former; and in order to give you i 
example alio of this nice connediion^ I mud gi* 
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yoa their progreflion as they are generated, 
from poflible to probable, to truth and the con- 
trary; from fal(hood down to improbable, to im« 
poffible, and thence to the vulgar term the lie. 
The poffible is the next degree to probable, 
that is, a fuppofition that it may be : For exam« 
pie, fuppofe for infts^nce, that you (hould fay a 
courtier may be diihoneft, we may rife upward. 

and (ay it is pof&ble he may be fo It is proba* 

ble he ma y And you may carry it fb as far as 
to fay he is difhoneft. But our rules will fet the 
courtier in another light ; I fay he is honeft, for 
^ it is improbable he fhould be difhoneft : and fo 
downward to the lie diredt. 

This rule I call the rule o^ rotation ; it is the 
principal and mod ufeful in heightening or de- 
preciating characfters ;^ aud as 1 proceed I^fhall 
{how you to whom in particular each rule will be 
immediately ufeful.— —This will be ufeful to a 
prime-minijier in order to take in, or turn out 
any perfon in place. It will be ufeful to the 
clergy J in order to rife in dignities and prefer- 
ments. It will be ufeful in the army, in order 
to iifik the hero^ or raife a coward. It will be 
of great ufe to your junior*counfel at the Old 
Bailey. In fhort, this is a rule which all the 
fair fex in general fhould have printed in gold 
letters, and learn by heart, to be ready at a 
moment's warning to pull down half a dozen 
pmdes, T)r demolifh a dozen coquets. This rule 
will be of fingular ufe to niuriters of lives and 
memoirs; the man that died a damn'd villain 
or hypocrite may, by this rule, live on paper a 
very honeft, virtuous, good man.' In ftiort, 
though this is a rule fo univerfally ufeful, 'ris 

bat 
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fmt5* lobrcrvient one to what yoa will, find ii 
^hr courfe of this woik. 
• 'I have dwelt the longer- on it> to inciilcaU; 
the feeds of it more ftrong;ly on 'your imaginir^ 
tion; and indeed, it (hould be learned by hejirt. 
as a numeration uble, or the gamnt in^mufic*'. 
•For by this rule many a courtier , and fone other 
.^perlbns toO| have infenfiUy rofe unto digni^ 
' «nd honour. The nicely* throwing a veil m 
this kind y is like *an ingenious painter^ thal^catt. 
deceive nQt only men^ but the very animal crei 
'tion with their art. 

I remember a ftory of a felon^ who on his- 
trial had an accomplice in his villainy to be*aiij 
evidence againft him : After a long^ examin«riony. 
the evidence honeftly lays his* hand upon his.] 
breft, and told the court that he had confnlted 
feveral leai*ned divines, and etnineBt lawyers^ / 
•boat the evidence he was to give^ and that he 
found his confcience would not permit him to 
give any at « all. In fhorc, the court had the 
happinefs to be acquainted with this rule of 
rotation!, and honourably difcharged the f/plon. 
Now, reader, by this example, you fee of wh«it 
lingular ufe a knowledge of thefe rules are. 

The next rule is the ambiguous.' But. before 
I explain that rule I ihall fet an example to 
fight, as a trial of it — Suppofe it was aflerted 
that our fleets att fta have received m©re damage 
by ftorms than the enemy this fummer, and 
that they have reaped advantage : Now obfcrve; 
you may prove our fleet has gained a coniidera- 
ble advantage to their country. As to the 
damages by (lorms, they are trifling, and it was 
« common lot to the reft of mankiud^ and to tlf r 
eaetny as well as themfelves ; but on the other 

haod| , 
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hand; they have preferved his majefly^s fliips 
and fubjecls fafe from the enemy ; they have 

. not wafted their ammunition nor warlike (lores; 

• they have frightened the enemy without the 
lofs of men; then they have taught their men 
navigalion, fpent a good deal of provifions and 
money, all for the good of the people. Thefe 
are plain and obvious to every capacity who un- 
derllands my rules r'^Vhereas the ignorant and 
the vulgar are bold enough to fay, ihey had not 

. orders to fight ; that they were bribed ; that the 
fault was in the people at the helm of (late ; 

>that we are the dupes and tools of Europe, .and 

>a thoufand fuch idle (lories; and all this is 
owing to a want of knowledge in this ambiguous 
rule. 

This golden rule I recommend to all per(bns 
who have any poll under the government, from 
the chancellor of the exchequer, down to the 
fvveeper of St Jameses court ; all officers in the 
exci(e, cuftom-houfe, treafury, vidlualling, (lamp^^ 
office, &c« from the commidioners down to the ' 
porter at the door ; to all honourable generals, 
down to the inferior officers, even to the drum- 
head ; In (hort^ to all wbo are^ or intend to be 
dependent on the court — Let them get this rule 
by heart* This fule I alfo recommend to all 
perfons any way difaffetfled to the mihidry ; to 
all bawling patriots^ and the honourable inde- 
pendents of the city and liberty of Weft in in (ter. 
It is of (ingular ule to party news-wriiers ; to- 
day they may kill 20,000 men iti Flanders, and 
to-morrow fay it wants Confirmation . In Ihort^ 
I recon^imend it as dod^or fVard's pill, as an uni- 
verfal nojh'um for every pcrlbn and thing, even 
to the curing of a fmoaky chimney. 
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Now the rule is exceeding eafy in itfelf tobe 
retained in the memory ; the reader is only to 
obferve the degrees he is to fink down or moQat 
np^ in order to accotuplifh his defigns; and here 
I am to inform him to keep the prDbnble no 
both fides full in view ; except only, if the afli« 
on lye out of Europe, then he may ftretch it40 
the improbable ; and here you are to obferve ooe 
thing, all public tran factions are never to gO be- , 
low the improbable, nor above the poffible; they 
are to be an equipoife to each other, like the 
panniers of a country baker, hanging danglinj^ 
on each fide his horfe. But on the other faand^' 
if you are to raife the fubjeA, you may go froai 
impoflible up to truth : prav obferve that diftin&i 
tion, between the finking and the rifing of 'the 
fubjeA* I have known a pcr(bn made Si-lordf 
that was si^ great a knave and patriot as hil 
country produced, only by being accjuainted 
with the principles of this ambiguous rule. 

The next rule, courteous reader, I call the 
inconceivable, becaufe it is founded upon a flia* 
dowy bafis; yet perhaps you have no rule more 
neceflary to be underftood. This rule wai 
founded in Nuhibus (I a(k pardon for the expreffi* 
on, it was only to give you a fpecimen of my 
learning) ; it means being in the clouds. Now, rea- 
der, this rule is to make matter out of nothing; 
obferve that well. You are to join the probable 
and poflible together. Now, for example, fup- 
pofe you fhould fay that a certain great man, 
who was fo long in public employment, and rob- 
bed and plundered the people of thoufands, hav- 
ing ferioufly weighed and confidered his evil 
deeds, has made a will and bequeathed all his 

ill. 
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ill-got wealth to the poor^ to atone for hU 
'Criines.— 

Firft, it is poffible fuch a thing majr be : If 
poffible, why not probable? And while he U 
living, no one can difprove it. This is railing 
the character. On the other fide, the vulgar, 
for want of conceiving this inconceivable rule, 
Will rea(bn thus : His avaricioufnefs, pride, and 
vices, reign in him as much as ever: that he has 
no more charity or honefty in him than f ■ r 
^^I V Sf la fliort, they may as well fay that 

I^Chartres was a villain, or Jonathan Wild : And 
1 this is owing to nothing more than the want 
if a knowledge of this inconceivable rule. 
i And as this rule is more difficult to be compre- 
I bended at firfl: view, than fome others, I mufli. 
^ beg leave to illuftrate it by another example : 
^' Suppole a perfbn unacquainted with thefe rules, 
.fbould report the times are in general very pre£i 
ling upon the trading part of mankind ; that 
trade and money are very 'fcarce ; that public 
redit. and taxes run high ; that honour, and 
ionefty, and truth, &c. have forfbok us: furely 
ibch an one cannot be well acquainted with this 
rale. It is eafy to turn the tables upon fuch a 
novice, and (ay. Sir, I have it from good autho. 
rity that your furmife is groundlefs, that for the 
enfuing year, 1745, ^^^ l^viii tax will be entirely 
taken off; that the public debts of the nation 
will be greatly diminifhed by his majefty's volun- 
tary donation of thirty millions fterling, the pro- 
duce and favings of Hanover, for the good of his 
loving and faithful fubjedts of Great Britain ; that 
in order to encourage trade and commerce, a 
iafe and honourable peace is on the tapis, and 
Shortly will be concluded throughout Europe, to 

our 
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our iotcfeft and advantage; and let me ui 
this, the great plenty of mopcy now circt^ 
iniradc;, even to a demonfiration. Th( "* 
are fa^Ak, which none, but the vulga^ 
who are unacquainted with our inici 
rule can be ignorant of. 

I remeniber to have heard a dory of a fd 
who uled to report among bis compaDtons,- 
at Richmond in Surry, at a certain houfii 
had, by the ftrength of hit voice only in lii^ 
-frequently broke the glaCa of the windowi 
happened an acquainunceof his was prelent 
at his aflerting the things and to whom hi 
pealed for the ti%th of his aflertion : re] 
he very gr'avely. No, Sir, I do not remember 
breaking the windows; I .would not tell 
upon any account whatever for you nor wp 
elfe; but as the trnth Ihould be told^ wi|i 
favour or affcAion to party, I niuft' con 
• when the door and windows of that room ! 
been clofe (hut, the ftrength of ^our voice 
funk the floor, and raifed the ceiling ovei 
heads, above a foot from its place, for wai 
room to expand. This ftory I rank in the i: 
ber of the inc one eiv able s, though perhapi^ ci 
may plice it in the ambiguous rule.. 

I nmft recommend this inconceivable rul 
the lower clafi of people, to ftudy lerio 
The keen fox-hunter would do well to a 
this rule to pradtife, when he tells you tha 
unkenneled a fox that had a bmfli fix y 
long. The grave angler will find it ufefi 
explain the weight of his pike or falmon,.w 
he caught and landed with a fingle hair, up

ception. In a word, reader, I heartily rccom« 
mend it to your ferious and deliberate confidera-

Mj« next general rale is the Recitative .• A rule 
o4f fingular ufe to an unfertile invention ; it re- 
quires no great (kill to become, mader of it, and 
extends only to the marvellous.' It is of great 
nie to co(F(*e>houfe politicians,, and news- mongers 
in general, and chiefly depends upon enumera« 
tion : it is indeed a fort ot branch to the ambi- 
guons. 1 have known it pradtifed with fticcefs 
by "a friend of mine frequently, who has laugh- 
i df and been heartily laughed at, for the fruit- 
fUbeCs of . his imagination. If you tell a ftory 
» which happened in one county, he immediately, 
repeats the fame, with a trifling variation, that 
i happened in another. If you carry it to the 
[ pQfIible,-'/hie extends it to the probable ; if yoti 
k fink: it to Che improbafale, he lowers it to the 
I* itnpoffitfle^ in ftiort it is the in of refining epi« 
toiirifed. ; Examples One faid he faw a pike ia 
a fmall pobd.in Kent, weighing 40 pounds, and 
that one of 30 pounds was taken whole out of

' deliglitful, and oftentimes very profitablei ib 
' which, as far as I can judge, Casfar^/you excd 
^ all mankind ; for which reafon yoa may in* 
' form me whether there be any art ofpunnin^;

* to inftruA me in it.'' So much was tbif great 
man affecfled with the art, and fuch a noble idea 
did he comretve of it, that be -gave -Gacfiu* the 
preference to all mankind, only on accoant of 
that accomplifliment. 

Let critics (ay what they will, I will venture 
to affirm, that punning^ of all arts and fciencefl^ 
is the moft extraordinary ; for all otliers are cir- 
cumfcribed by certain bounds, but this alone if 
found to have no limits ; becaufe to excel there- 
in requires a moft extenfive knowledge of iH 
things. A punner mufl be a man of the great- 
eft natural abilities, and of the heft accomplifli- 
ments : his wit muft be poignant and fruitful, 
his underftanding clear and diftind:, his imagi- 
nation delicate and chearfnl ; he muft have an 
extraordinary elevation of foul, far above all 
mean and low conceptions; and the(e* muft be 
fuftained with a vivacity fit to exprefs his ideas 
with that grace and beauty, that ftrength anJ 
fweetnefs, which become fentiments fb truly 
noble and fublime« 

And now, left I Oiould be fufpec^ed of impo* 
fing upon nvy reader, I muft intreat him to 
confider how high Plato has carried his feoti* 
ments of this art (and Plato is allowed by all 
men to have feen farther into heaven than any 
heathen, either before or fince) ; does not he fay 
po(i lively in his Cratylus^ Jocos et dii amant: 
^' The gods themfelves love punning.^^ Which 
I am apt to believe from Homer's unextinguijh' 

ed 
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ed laughter ; becaule there is no other motive 
tould caufe fuch continued merriment among 
-the gods^ 

As to the antiquity of this art^ Buxtorf proves*

Pan being the god of univerfal 
nature, and ptinning free of alPlanguages, it is 
highly probable that it owes its firft origin^ as 
well as name, to this god. Others again attri- 
bute it to Janus; and for this reafon, Janus had 
tW9 faces ; and, of con(equence, they conjectu- 
red every word he fpoke had a double meaning.

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But, however, I give little credit to tliefe opf- 
nion5, which I am apt to believe were broacbel 
in the dark and fabulous ages of the world ; for V 
I doubt, before the firft Olympiad^ there can be 1 
no great dependence upon profane hiftory.

who fpent twenty -eight "yearl'at kLgy pt in-iiis* 
ftudies, J^^SMBMhbi, together with (bme 
arcanas of philofbphy^ into Greece ; the reafon 
for which might be, that philofbphy and pufi' 
fling were a mutual affiftance to each other: 
*' For," fays he, *^uns are like lb many torch- 
' lights in the hc^d, that give the -ibuPa very 
^ diftintfl view of thofe images which flie before 
^ feemed to grope after, as if (he had been inr- 
^ prifbned in a dungeon." From whence he 
looked upon puns to be fo fiicred, and had (uch 
a regard to them, that he left a. precept to his 
difciples, forbidding them to eat beans, becauifc 
they were called in Greek punnou " Let not/' 
fays he, '' one grain of the feed of beans be loft, 

* but preferve and Scatter them over all Greece, 
^ that both our gardens and our fields may floa- 

* riOi with a vegetable, which, on account of its 
' name, not only brings an honour to our coan^ 
' try, but as it difperfes its effluvia in the air, it 
' may alfo, by a fecret inipulfe, prepare the foul 
' for punning^ which I efteem the firft and great 

* felicity of life." 
This art being fo ycry well recommended by 

fo great a man, it was not long before it fpread 
through all Greece, and at laft was looked upon 
to be fuch a neceflary accompliniment, that no 
perfon was admitted to a feaft who was not 
firft examined; and if he were found ignorant

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of punntngf he was difmifled with. Hence ye pro* 
fane. 

If any one doubts the truth of what I fay, let 
him confult the apophthegms of Plutarch, who,

^i^^Bg wTffcrf,- to flioripen my preface, I chufe 
o»&of the mod illuflrious examples, and will

King Philip had his- c^lar»boi>e broken in a 
battle, and his phyfician expedling money of 
him every vifit,, the king reproved him with a 
fun^ faying, He had the key in his own hands. 
For the word, in the original, flgnifies both a key 
and a collar-bone. Vide Plut apoph. page 177. 

We have alfb feveral puns- recorded in Dio- 
genes Laertius's lives of the philofophers, and 
thofe made by the wifeft and graveft men among 
. them * even by Diogenes the Cynick, who, al- 
though pretending to withdand the irrefiftible 
charms of punning, was curd with the name of 
zn.abhorrer. Yet in fpig.ht ;of alL his> ill-natuve 
and ;affe(flation (for he was a tub- preacher) he 
Blade fo excellent a pun^ that Scaliger faid, He 
would rather have been author of it. than king 
of Navarre The flory is as follows. 

Didymus (not Didymus thi? commentator up- 
on Hbmer, but); a famom rake among the ladies 
at Athens, having taken in hand to cure a vir- 
gin's eye that was fore, had this caution given 
him by Diogenes, *^ Take care you do not coi*-

There is a remarkable paflSge in P^tronius. 

H h 3 Arbiter; 
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Arbiter, wbicb plainly proves, by a royal exant 
pie, that punning was a necefTary ingredient to 
make an entertainment agreeable. The words \ 
are tbefe, Ingerebat nihilominns Tfimakio Un- 
tiffimn voce, c a r p e . Ego fufpicatus ad aliquam 
urtanitatem, toties iuratam vocem pettinere.iWL 
eriibui eum qui fupra me accumbebatj hoc iffm 
interrogare. At ille gut fapius ejufmodi ludos 
fpeEtaverat^ vide% tnqSit, ilium qui obfoniwn 
cat pit, carpus vacatur- Itaque quotie/hunque 
dicit carpe, eodem verbo et vocat et imperat. 
And it is farther Remarkable, that every day of 
his life he made the fame pun at dinner and 
fnpper. 

It would be endlefs to produce all the autho- 
rities that might be gathered from Diodoroi 
Siculus, Herodotus, Proconoiius, Bergacos, Dio- 
nyHus Halicarnenfis, Lycopbron,' Pindar, Apol« 
lonibs, Menander, AriQophanes, Cotntbus Coof,

The Phyfical Definition of Punning, according to 

Cardan. 

Punning is an art of harmonious jingling u- 
pon words, which paffing in at the ears^ and fall- 
ing upon . the diephragma, excites a titiUary mo* 
tion in thofe parts, and this being conveyed by 
the aniihal fpirits into the aaufdes of the fa^e, 
raifes the cockles of the heart. 
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The Moral Definition 0/ Punning. ; 

Punning i« a virtue that mod effeAaally pro* 
motes the end of good fellowQiip, ^wbich is 
laughing. 

N. B. I defign to make the moft celebrated 
Punnert in thefe kingdoms examples to the 
fbllowing rules. 

Rule I. The Capital Rule, He that puns 
miift have a head for it. That is. He muft be 
a man of letters, of a fprightly and fine imagi- 
nation, whatever men may think of his judge- 
ment.

Rule 5. The Rule of Impudence. -'He muft 
have the bejl affurance^ like Dr , who al- 
though I had in three fair combats worded 
him, yet he had the impudence to challenge

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Kule 5. Any perfon may pun another man's 
fmis about half an hour after he has made 
thera, as Dr and Mr ■- frequeruly do,

Give me leave, courteous reader, to recommend 
to your perufal and pra^ice this mod excellent 
rule, which is of fuch univerfal ufe and advan- 
tage to the learned world, that the mod valuable 
difcoveries, both as to antiquities and etymolo- 
gies, are made by it ; nay farther, I will venture 
to fay, that all words which are introduced to 
enrich and make a language copious, beautiful; 
and harmonious, arife chiefly from this rule.— 
Let an} man but confult Bentley^s Horace, and 
he will fee what ufeful difcoveries that very 

learned 
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learned gentleman has made by the lielp of ihi* 
rule ; f'>r indeed poor Horace would have lain 
uuder the eternal reproach of making a fox eat 
oifs, had not the learned doctor, with great 
judgment and penetration^ found out nitedula to 
be a blunder of tne librarians for vulpeculn ; 
which nitedula the doctor fays fignifies a grafs- 
moufe, and this clears up the whole matter, be* 
caufe it makes the (lory hang well together :— « 
For ^11 the world knows that weazel^ have a 
mod tender regard and affecflion to grafs-mice, 
whereas they hate foxes as they do fire-brands. 
Jn (liort all various lections are to be attributed 
to this rule, (b are all the Greek dialedls, elfe Uo« 
nier would have wanted the (bnorous beauty of 
Ill's Oio's. But the greateft and beft mafters of 
this rule, without difpute, were the Dorians, 
who made nothing of faying Tin for Soi, Tenos- 
for Kkeinos, Surildomes for Surizomen, brc. 

From this too we have our ^uaps in LexU 
cons. Was it not by the 34ih rule that the Sa- 
maritan, Chaldee, ^thiopic, Syriack, Arabick, 
and Perfian languages were formed from the 
original Hebrew; for which I appeal to the Poly- 
glot I And, among our modem languages, are 
not the Italian, Spanifh, Portuguefe, and French 
derived and formed from the Latin by the fame 
power ? How much poets have been obliged to 
it we need no further proof than the figures, 
prothefisj epenthefis, apocope^ paragoge, and elip- 
/is. Which trimming and fitting of words to 
make them more agreeable to our ears, Dionyfius 
Halicarnaffenfis, has taken notice of tn his book 
De compofitione vocum ; where he pleafantly 
compares your polite reformers of words to< 
xuafons with hammers, who break off ragged 
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corners of (lones^ tbat they may become more 
even and firm in their places. 

But| after all^ give me leave to lamenti that I 
cannot have the honour of being the fble inven- 
tor of this incomparable rule : Though I fblemn- 
ly proteft, upon the word lof an author (if an 
author may have credit)^ that I never had the 
lead hint towards it, any more than the ladies 
letters and young childrens pronunciation^ till a 
y^ar after I had propo(ed this rule to Dr — -« 
who was an excellent judge of the advantage it 
might be to the public ; when to my great fur* 
prize, tumUing over the third tome of Alftedins, 
p. 71. right loath to believe my eyes, I met with 
the following paflage :
